Be ſought alſo to 
win the fauour of his people by meekeneſſe and gen⸗ 
tle intreating of them, inſomuch that though he 
went about to reſtoꝛe the old religion ſomſchat defa⸗ 
ced by his father thzongh infomation (as ts ſaid ) of 
the two abouc mentioned ſage zhiloſophers , pet did 
he not conſtreine anie man to wozthip the gods, 
otherwiſe than his fanſie ſerued him. He was the 
firſt that inſtituted thoſe pzclats,vhich gouerned af- 
ter the maner of biſhops, in all matters perteining 
to religion , and were called in the Scotiſh tong 
Durceglijs in Latine Druides. Theſe Druides were 
appointed to be reſident within the Jle of Pan, as 
the Scotiſhmen hold opinion; but other thinke ra⸗ 
ther that they were reſident in Angleſeie, in the 1B2t- 
tich tong called Mon, Unto theſe alſo hauing great 
linings aſſigned them, were the inkeriour pꝛieſts 
ſubiect, as receining at their hands all iniunctions 
and oꝛders fo; the vſe of their ſacrifices and other ce- 
remonies. 

Theſe Druides afterwards applied themſelues ſo 
earneſtlie to the ſtudie of ghiloſofhie , aſwell natu⸗ 
rall as moꝛall, that they were had in no ſmall re- 
uerence of the people, as they that were both ac- 
counted and knowne to be men ok moſt perfect life 
and innocencie: by mranes vhercof their authoꝛitie 
dallie ſo far foꝛth increaſed , that finallie iudge⸗ 
ments in moſt donbtfull matters were committed 
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red fogither in the refoꝛmation of ſuch diſozyerg 
were dailie vſed in the adminiſtration of inftice 
by the wicked ſuggeſtion of euill diſpoſed counce 
loꝛs, againſt thome thep pꝛetended to make thei 
war, and not againſt their king, There were allo 
ſo manie that fauoured them in this quarell, and ſa 
few that leaned to the king to aid him againſt them, 
that he was conſtreined to diſemble with them foz 
a time, in p2omiſing not onelie to remone from him 
ſuch as they would appoint, but alſo to be oꝛdered in 
all things accoꝛding as they ſhould thinke god. And 
to put them in belefe that he ment as he ſpake, he | 
committed ſome ſuch councelloꝛs as he had about 
him vnto ward, and other ſome (of vhome he little 
paſſed) he ſent vnto them as pꝛiſoners, to receiue 
ſuch puniſhment by death oz otherwiſe , as they 
ſhould thinke conuentent, 
He further alſo in pꝛeſence of Dozo the goner- | 
nour of Cantire, ſent to him foꝛ that purpoſe, ſware 
in ſolemne wiſe afoze the image of Diana, to pers | 
foꝛme all ſuch pzomiſes and couenants as he was as | 
greed vpon, and had made vnto the conſpiratoꝛs. 
With which cloked diſimulation they being decei⸗ 
ued, came without ſuſpect of further guile vnto Be⸗ 
regontum,tthcre at their firſt comming he was rea⸗ 
die to receiue them (as ſermed by his feined coun⸗ 
tenance) witch gladſome hart and moſt friendlie 
meaning; but they were no ſoner entred the cafeell, ,

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The commodities of the amendment of 
ortography for Fngliſh ſpeech. 
Irſt, the pouth, and all learners, map reade and wzite 
Ingliſh in a quarter of the time, that they haue learned 
25 in time paſt: foz after they knowe the names ol the let⸗ 
ters, and which are vowels and halfe vowels, from the 
conſonants, and haue the true ſounds of the diphthongs, with the 
time of the vowels, and haue alſo learned the rules foꝛ ſpelling 
perfectly, without boke, all which map be learned in fire werkes 
by achtld of fine pœres of age, and one foꝛtnight of exerciſe in 
other matter being herevnto added, with true oꝛder of ſpelling 
accoꝛdingip, the childe may be able to take fœꝛth a leſſon by him⸗ 
ſelfe, to his great delight and ſperdie learning to reade, and to ſpell 
all woꝛds truely, while he learneth to wꝛite his letters, foꝛ change 
of exerciſe, without griete to the learner, oꝛ paine to the teacher. 
The like eaſe and ſpeede is fo: ſtraungers, who hauing the true

of our language, ſo long time vnperfcc, and ther cfoꝛe accounted 
in time paſt bar barous: which we onr ſelues can not denie, as 
touching the vnperfect wꝛiting thereof, not to be ruled by Art of 
grammar. 
2 Item, the grammar fo: Ingliſh being learned, which map be 
moſt perfealy handled of ſuch a childe in one peerc and teffe, will 
bztng great eaſe to the learning of Latin and other ruled langua⸗ 
ges: pea ( after ſome peercs of diſcretion) a marucilous helpe to 
handle any barbarous language: ſo that our language wil be re⸗ 
garded among ſtraungers foꝛ the eaſie o:der and rule ther cot, and 
our nation will exceli in learning, and eloquence, ( yea in ſtrange 
languages alſo) aboue any nation in the woꝛld: to the great light 
of the true knowledge of our ſelues, and of all tranſitoʒie things, 
dur dutie toward God, and our neighbour. 
3 Item, the olde wziting and pꝛinting may remaine in the ſame 
oꝛder that they are now, and as well vnderſtanded (and better by 
the helpe ol the grammar foꝛ Ingliſh) euer hercaftcr,as they are 
read 
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read and vnderſtanded at this pꝛeſent time: bicauſe there is no 
olde letter left out of vſe, and no difference in the amendment, but 
by adding a little ſtrike oꝛ turning, to ſhew the ſeuer all ſounds of 
the olde letters, that were double o2 treble ſounded. And when 
the aſpiration (h) followeth a conſonant in one ſillable, they both 
are included in one letter, very little differing from the old figure 
ok them both, and named as one letter, accoꝛding to their olde 
ſoundes : with great helpe added koꝛ the time of vowels, as may 
appere in this new pꝛinted Pamphlet of that amendment, and 
herein bꝛiellie ſhewed, t as in the boke at large of this amendmet 
moꝛe at large is handled, caſie to be vnderſtanded foz euer: wher⸗ 
in alſo is ſhewed the ſounds of the letters in Latine, as the ſounds 
of them be at this pꝛeſent in vie among the Jngliſh nation: which 
Latine , and other ſtrange languages alſo, map remaine as it is 
now in perfect vſe, and better, and moꝛe eaſily pꝛonounced by a 
learner, than they could haue beenc befoze this amendment of 
oꝛtographie foꝛ Ingliſh was made, 

4 Item, whereas men be of opinton, that our language is at 
this pꝛeſent time in perkect and ſenſible vſe: my opinion is, that 
it is the great godnes of God, if the ſame be now ſtaied in that 
pcrfectnes , which map continue as long as letters ſhall endure: 
whereas befoꝛe time (thzough the vnperfect wꝛiting, and pꝛinting 
thereof) the ſame is changed (moze oꝛ leſſe) in eucric two oz the 
ages, as may appere by the antiquities. 

5 Atem,whereas befoze time dur nation could better tranſlate 
other languages into Ingliſh, than tranſlate Ingliſh into other 
languages, bicauſe they were dꝛiuen to know the parts of ſpeech, 
declinings, deriuations, compoſitions, and phzaſes, by lcarning 
firft other ruled languages, which required peeres of moꝛe difcre- 
tion, and longer tine: now by the helpe of the Grammar foz 
Ingliſh to be impꝛinted hereafter ) it will be otherwiſe, and with 
much moze eaſe: fo2 our Grammar fo: Ingliſh will be learned 
and vnderſtanded of our owne nation, befoze they be fire oꝛ ſe⸗ 
uen peeres of age, to their ſpadie and eaſie vnderſtanding of o⸗ 
ther languages thereby, in halfe the time (and leſſe) befoze vicd, 
fo the ſauing of great time and expences, 

6 Item, the learned (I meane ſuch as haue learned the Latine 
tung oꝛ other languages) may reade this new amendment in one 
bower , and wꝛite the ſame in one day, and moſt perfectly vic the 
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fame in one werke, and they that can alreadfe reade and w2tte 
Ingliſh onlie, map in one dap reade this new amendment, and in 
one werke wꝛite the ſame, and moſt perfealy vic the ſame in one 
moneth (and leſſe) if any god will and diligence be added: and 
both the olde and newamendment , may be vſed indifferentip foz 
a time, as wꝛiting remained foꝛ a time after pꝛinting began. Dh, 
let not a mall time, and verie little paine in the elder ſoꝛt (who 
by the courſe of nature can haue no long continuance ) hinder the 
longer time and comma dities of the ponger,nay(it map be ſaid) 
of all generations to come. 

Item, it was no maruell, if fir Thomas Smithes and Maiſter 
Cheſters wozkes did take no place, fo: their figures and letters 
diffcred ſo greatly from the olde wꝛiting and pzinting , and alſo 
they left ſome letters out of vſe, that in time to come, there might 
appere two languages foz one: and donbtfall queſtions might 
thereby growe vpon the olde wziting and pzinting , And all olde 
waitings and pzintings like to loſe part of their full vſe thereby, 
which ts the chetfcit point of all other befoꝛe ſhewed. But now it 
is not ſo, and much the better holpen, koꝛ that this Auchour (by 
the gift of God) hath happened in the time, when ſuch wozkmen 
be in Ingland, that can per foꝛme the oꝛder hereof, fo: the perfect 
vſe ot the ſame, as may appeere by the new pꝛintings after this 
new amendment, whereas ſir Thomas Sunth and P. Cheſter 
were dꝛiuen to ſeeke ſtraungers to faſhion their figures, which 
firaungers toke no regard ( neither coulde they, not hauing the 
natur all vſe of Ingliſh ſperch) to conferre figures fit foꝛ Ingliſi 
ſperch, with regard of the old figures, of whoſc ſounds and vic thev 
had no perfect ſkill. And hereby (in my opinion) came cherſip the 
ill ſucceſſe ot their god meanings (as may appœre by their boks) 
fo: lack ot helpe of ſkilfull men within the realme at that time (as 
J am entoꝛmed to be of truth.) But now (thanks be to God) the 
Pzinter and woꝛkmen being Jnglith, can aide the Aughoꝛs mea⸗ 
ning, in joining perfect conterence of the olde vſe and new togi⸗ 
ther, which was not poſſible to be done by ſtraungers, lacking 
the perfect vſe of the voice vſed in Ingliſh ſpeech. Beſides this, 
there was no Grammar made, noꝛ pꝛomiſed by anp man vntill 
now, oz at the leaſt, not ſpoken of abꝛoade, though much deſtred of 
ſtraungers, and eſpecially of our owne nation.

both kingdome and life in the ninth peare of his 
reigne. Durſtus being thus diſpatched, his childꝛen 
doubting the indignation of the people concctueda⸗ 
gainſt them fo2 their fathers kault, to auold the 
peril! fied ouer into Ireland, and immedtatlie the 
nobles of the realme aſſembled themſelues togither 
fo; the chwſing ol a new king, in no wiſe minding 
to haue anie of Durſtus his race to reigne ouer 
them, leaſt they would ſerke by ſome means to re⸗ 
uenge his death: howbeit at length chen they were 
at point to haue fallen at variance in ſuſteining of 
contrarie opinions about the elcaton of their pzince, 
thꝛough a wittie oꝛation made by Coꝛanus gouer- 
nour of Argile, who alledged mante weightie rea- 
ſons foꝛ the auoiding of ſedition, they. all agreed to 
commit the fre eledion vnto the ſame Coꝛanus, 
pꝛomiſing fir melie to accept chomeſoeuer he ſhould 
name. Here vpon Coꝛanus conſulting a little with 
the peeres of the realme, named one Twin the vnc⸗ 
les ſonne of Durſtus, nho as then remained in 
Pictland , &ither he had withdꝛawen himſelfe in 
Durſtus his dates, being baniſhed the realme by 
him, foz that he could not awaie with his coꝛrupt 
maners. This election was acceptable to all eſtats, 
fo2 that thereby the adminiſtratton of the kingdome 
continued in the line of their foꝛmer kings. 

Nd Ewin ſhoꝛtlie aſter was bꝛought foꝛth of 
A\ pictan with all regall ſolemnitie, and at Be⸗ 
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countrie in robbing and ſpotling the ſame. 
Cwin conſenting quicklic to that requeſt, letted 
an armie foꝛihſvith, and with ail ſped paſſed fo2 ward 
to foine with the Pics, in purpoſe to reuenge the 
old iniuries done to his nation by the Bꝛitains, tho 
likewiſe were as readie to receiue battell, as the 
Scots and Picts were defirons to gine it, ſo that 
both the armies incountring togither (the Scots 
and Pics on the one ſide , and the Bꝛitains on the o⸗ 
ther) there inſued a ſoꝛe conllia betwirt them, cons 
tinued with vnmercifull laughter till night parted 
them in ſunder; no man as then able to ſudge who © 
had the better, but either part being pꝛiuie to their bs 
o wne loſſes, withdꝛeſw themſelnes further off from 
the place of the battell, ſo that the Scots and Pics 
the ſame night got them into the mounteins of Þafc-
